Please amend the claims as follows: 

1 . (Currently Amended) A method for limiting a decrease in the level of RyR2-bound 
FKBP12.6 protein in a subject who is a candidate for exercise-induced cardiac arrhythmia, 
comprising administering to the subject an amount of JTV-519 effective to limit a decrease in the 
level of RyR2-bound FKBP12.6 protein in the subjec t, wherein the subject has 
catecholaminergic polymorphic ventricular tachycardia (CPVT) . 

2. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein the decrease in the level of 
RyR2 -bound FKBP12.6 protein is limited in the subject by decreasing the level of 
phosphorylated RyR2 in the subject. 

3 . (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein the subject is a human.

5 . (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein the amount of JTV-5 1 9 effective 
to limit a decrease in the level of RyR2-bound FKBP12.6 protein in the subject is an amount of 
JTV-519 effective to treat exercise-induced cardiac arrhythmia in the subject.

9. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein the amount of JTV-5 1 9 effective 
to limit a decrease in the level of RyR2-bound FKBP12.6 protein in the subject is from about 5 
mg/kg/day to about 20 mg/kg/day.

(Currently Amended) A method for treating exercise-induced cardiac arrhythmia in a 
subject who is a candidate for exercise-induced cardiac arrhythmia, comprising administering 
JTV-519 to the subject in an amount effective to treat exercise-induced cardiac arrhythmia in the 
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subj ect „ wherein the cardiac arrhythmia is associated with catecholaminergic polymorphic 



ventricular tachycardia (CPVT) .

13. (Original) The method of claim 1 1 , wherein the subject is a candidate for exercise- 
induced sudden cardiac death. 

1 4. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 1 , wherein the amount of JTV-5 1 9 
effective to treat exercise-induced cardiac arrhythmia in the subject is from about 5 mg/kg/day to 
about 20 mg/kg/day.

(Currently Amended) A method for treating exercise-induced cardiac arrhythmia in a 
subject who is a candidate for exercise-induced cardiac arrhythmia, comprising administering to 
the subject an amount of JTV-5 19 effective to limit a decrease in the level of RyR2 -bound 
FKBP12.6 protein in the subject, thereby treating exercise-induced cardiac arrhythmia in the 
subj ee t wherein the cardiac arrhythmia is associated with catecholaminergic polymorphic 
ventricular tachycardia (CPVT) .
